TWENTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
HOME  FOR  AGED  COUPLES. 


With  gratitude  to  the  Beneficent  Author  of  all  good 
for  manifold  blessings  and  mercies,  the  President  sub¬ 
mits  the  Twenty-third  Annual  Report  to  the  Corporation 
of  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples. 

The  past  year  like  its  predecessors  has  placed  the  seal 
of  prosperity  on  the  annals  of  the  Home,  and  careful 
perusal  will  find  no  evidence  of  diminishing  interest, 
blotting  the  page  of  financial  encouragement. 

Each  year  new  friends  are  added,  and  old  friends  renew 
and  emphasize  their  friendship.  The  underlying  prin¬ 
ciple,  “What  God  hath  joined  together,  let  not  man  put 
asunder,”  is  exemplified  in  the  steady  upward  growth 
of  the  Home,  and  in  the  fact  that  in  Massachusetts  alone 
more  than  thirty  incorporated  institutions  have  made 
provision  for  the  maintenance  of  aged  couples  since  the 
establishment  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples  in  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Many  other  States  have  made  similar  provisions  in 
establishing  homes  for  the  aged. 

The  idea  has  taken  deep  root  in  the  hearts  of  the  peo¬ 
ple,  and  will  more  and  more  attract  the  attention  of  those 
who  place  the  sacredness  of  marriage  and  the  sanctity 
of  the  home  in  the  foreground. 

The  home  life  during  the  year  has  been  quiet  and  un¬ 
eventful,  save  the  passing  away  of  aged  residents.  Many 
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were  called  in  the  fulness  of  years,  but  they  were  not 
unprepared  for  the  summons.  Memory  enshrines  them, 
but  others  will  occupy  their  places,  and  they,  too,  will  be 
made  comfortable  in  their  declining  years. 

The  number  of  applicants  are  constantly  increasing, 
and  not  a  few  among  the  number  have  saved  a  little 
from  the  old  home  or  the  old  business  for  the  rainy 
day,  and  with  the  characteristic  honesty  and  pride  of 
the  Pilgrim  and  Puritan  ask  the  Home  to  accept  it  as  a 
contribution  towards  the  expense  of  maintenance.  They 
give  the  “  widow’s  mite/”  and  she  gave  all  she  had.

MRS.  SAMUEL  SARGENT. 

Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Sargent,  widow  of  Deacon  Samuel 
Sargent,  died  on  Wednesday  morning,  Jan.  31,  1906. 
While  making  ready  for  breakfast,  the  summons  came. 
Awake  and  fully  conscious,  she  met  the  angel  of  death, 
and  passed  into  life  eternal. 

Her  one  absorbing  interest  in  life  was  a  living  interest 
in  church  work.  Rev.  Dr.  Seymour,  who  came  from 
Philadelphia  to  attend  the  funeral  of  Deacon  Sargent 
in  October,  1898,  thus  writes:  “I  was  very  sorry  that  my 
public  duties  did  not  permit  me  to  attend  either  the  funeral 
or  Memorial  Services  of  Mrs.  Sargent.  I  have  known 
her  for  thirty-six  years,  in  the  most  intimate  private  rela¬ 
tions  of  our  homes  and  families,  as  well  as  in  our  public 
and  church  relations,  and  always  she  has  manifested  in 
word,  as  in  deed  and  character,  the  Christian  spirit.  She 
was  a  follower  of  Jesus  Christ  in  her  home  as  well  as 
in  her  church.  She,  with  her  husband,  Deacon  Samuel 
Sargent,  were  constituent  members  of  the  Ruggles  Street 
Church.  They  were  most  valuable  in  their  services  in 
these  earlier  days.  ” 

When,  in  the  organization  of  the  church,  Rev.  Dr. 
Seymour  looked  carefully  over  the  parish  for  deacons, 
one  of  the  two  chosen  was  Deacon  Samuel  Sargent,  who 
served  until  death,  and  the  church  honored  him  to  the  end. 
A  private  funeral  service  was  held  at  the  Home  for  Aged 
Couples,  and  a  public  service  at  the  Ruggles  Street 
Church,  which  was  filled  to  the  doors  with  mourners. 

Mrs.  Sargent  was  a  woman  of  marked  individuality, 
and,  to  quote  again  from  Dr.  Seymour,  “she  was  herself 
in  all  things,  and  not  another.  She  had  a  strong  will,  but  it 
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was  on  the  side  of  right,  and  a  tender  heart,  which  was 
touched  by  sorrow  and  suffering.  She  was  loyal  to  the 
church.  Like  the  Master,  she  loved  it  and  gave  herself  for 
it,  and  the  church  is  poorer  because  she  is  not  here  to 
pray  and  work.”  No  words  can  add  to  the  tribute  of  her 
beloved  pastor  and  friend.  She  loved  the  church,  and 
served  it  until  death,  and  she  lived  eighty  years.  Funeral 
services  were  held  at  the  Home  on  Friday  afternoon, 
February  2.  Rev.  John  R.  Hague,  assisted  by  Deacon 
Crowe,  conducted  the  simple  services.  Interment  in  the 
Sargent  lot  at  Forest  Hills. 

RALPH  WARREN. 

Mr.  Ralph  Warren  was  born  in  the  town  of  Lunenburg, 
Vt.,  on  Feb.  17,  1823.  In  early  youth  he  came  to 
Boston,  and  eventually,  by  active  and  upright  dealing, 
attained  success.  On  Jan.  5,  1851,  Mr.  Warren  was 
married  to  Miss  Maria  King,  of  Attleboro.  The  wedding 
bells  rung  merrily,  and  in  the  presence  of  numerous  rel¬ 
atives  and  a  host  of  friends  the  marriage  ceremony  was  per¬ 
formed  by  Rev.  Dr.  A.  L.  Stone,  in  Park  Street  Church. 

One  daughter  (who  survived  her  youth)  was  born  to 
them. 

Mr.  Warren  was  a  very  enterprising  business  man  for 
many  years.  His  bonnet  frame  manufactory  on  Court 
and  Hanover  Street  introduced  a  new  industry  into 
Boston,  and  contributed  much  to  the  convenience  of 
milliners,  who  previous  to  that  time  made  their  own 
‘‘foundations.”  Mr.  Warren  employed  in  the  busy  sea¬ 
son  from  one  hundred  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  girls. 
In  his  days  of  prosperity  he  gave  with  lavish  hand;  but 
the  tide  turned,  and  under  the  stress  of  failures  his  health 
gave  way,  and  the  bank  account  slowly  dwindled.  At 
last,  worn  out  with  worry  and  the  self-denial  that  poverty 
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demands,  the  almost-forgotten  old  couple  came  to  the 
Home.  They  appreciated  and  enjoyed  the  comforts 
of  the  Home,  and  it  was  pleasant  to  know  that  the  bitter 
experience  was  ended,  but  they  lived  in  the  past.  Mr. 
Warren  suffered  from  paralysis  and  was  nearly  helpless, 
requiring  for  many  years  special  attendance.  On  Satur¬ 
day,  May  12,  while  perusing  the  morning  paper,  his  nurse 
noted  the  falling  of  his  hand  and  the  dropping  of  his  chin, 
and  immediately  notified  the  household  and  the  physician ; 
but  the  end  was  near.  Soon  passing  into  a  state  of  un¬ 
consciousness,  he  died  about  four  o’clock  p.m.,  aged 
eighty-three  years,  two  months,  and  five  days.  Funeral 
services  were  conducted  by  Rev.  Henry  T.  Secrist  on 
Friday  morning,  January  15.  Interment  at  Attleboro, 
Mass.,  beside  his  beloved  wife  and  daughter. 

MRS.  LUCY  JANE  DAVIS. 

Mrs.  Lucy  Jane  (Scribner)  Davis,  widow  of  George 
Alonzo  Davis,  died  after  a  short  illness  on  Wednesday 
morning,  May  23,  1906,  at  ten  o’clock. 

Mrs.  Davis  was  born  at  Moscow,  Me.,  Sept.  14, 
1831,  and  was  married  on  Feb.  27,  1856,  to  George  Alonzo 
Davis,  of  Jamaica  Plain.  Mr.  Davis  was  a  graduate 
of  Harvard  University  of  the  class  of  1845,  and  was  for 
many  years  in  the  employ  of  the  Boston  &  Providence 
Railroad.  A  most  estimable  gentleman,  but  not  finan¬ 
cially  successful. 

The  life  so  full  of  promise  clouded  with  the  passing 
years,  and  in  November,  1895,  Mr*  and  Mrs.  Davis  be¬ 
came  residents  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples.  They  were 
pleasant  people,  and  had  many  friends. 

Mrs.  Davis,  after  the  death  of  her  husband,  failed  in 
health,  and  her  passing  away  was  not  unexpected. 
Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  Home  on  Friday,  May 
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25,  at  two  o’clock  p.m.  Interment  beside  her  husband 
at  Forest  Hills. 

MRS.  NANCY  HILTON  CHADBOURNE. 

Nancy  Hilton  Gilman,  widow  of  Charles  Chadbourne, 
died  at  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples  on  Monday,  Sept. 
3,  1906,  aged  eighty-six  years,  seven  months,  and  nine¬ 
teen  days. 

Mrs.  Chadbourne  was  born  in  Hallowell,  Me.,  on 
Jan.  15,  1820.  Her  ancestors  were  among  the  first 
settlers  of  Massachusetts  and  New  Hampshire,  and  were 
active  participants  in  the  events  which  gave  intelligent 
Christian  people  freedom  to  make  their  own  laws  and  the 
power  to  execute  them. 

Mrs.  Chadbourne  was  a  widow  well  advanced  in  years, 
when  she  married  her  early  friend,  Charles  Chadbourne, 
Dec.  17,  1879. 

Mrs.  Chadbourne  had  a  comfortable  property  in  her 
own  right  when  she  married  Mr.  Chadbourne,  who  was 
a  man  of  affairs,  in  good  standing,  and  considered 
wealthy;  but,  with  failures,  misfortune  came,  and  cir¬ 
cumstances  compelled  him  to  seek  a  salaried  position 
at  a  time  when  he  had  anticipated  retirement  from  active 
business.  His  high  character  had  not  suffered  by  the  acts 
of  others,  and  very  soon  the  position  of  treasurer  in  a  large 
coal  company  was  offered,  which  he  gratefully  accepted, 
and  held  many  years,  until  failing  health  interfered 
with  required  duties.  At  eighty- three  he  yielded  to  the 
stress  of  circumstances,  and  with  his  devoted  wife  asked 
for  admission  to  the  Home.  It  was  a  pathetic  story, — not 
pathetic  in  words,  for  in  man-fashion  he  stated  facts, 
and  touched  lightly  upon  painful  events.  Mr.  Chad¬ 
bourne  died  after  two  years  and  eight  months’  residence 
in  the  Home,  aged  eighty-three  years.  Mrs.  Chad- 
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bourne  resided  in  the  Home  eleven  years,  entering  into 
rest  as  a  child  sleeps  after  weariness.  Mrs.  Chadbourne 
was  in  her  young  and  mature  womanhood,  very  active 
in  good  works.  She  had  great  sympathy  for  colored 
people,  and,  when  she  was  almost  too  frail  to  be  out  alone, 
she  would  often  slip  away  to  carry  “literature”  into 
homes  where  she  thought  it  was  appreciated.  For  some 
years  she  required  special  care.  She  was  not  only  physi¬ 
cally  weak,  but  her  mind  was  clouded  and  memory  slept, 
yet  she  was  gentle,  unobtrusive,  and  a  sweet-mannered 
lady  to  the  end. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Ar buckle 
on  Thursday  afternoon,  Sept.  6,  1906.  Interment,  Bell- 
wort  Path,  Mount  Auburn  Cemetery.  By  request  of  Mrs. 
Chadbourne  for  “ headstones,”  two  Italian  marble  tablets 
were  erected  for  Charles  Chadbourne  and  Nancy  Hilton 
(Gilman)  Chadbourne  by  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples. 

MRS.  LOVEY  PARKER  WRIGHT. 

Mrs.  Lovey  Parker  Wright  was  born  at  Cavendish, 
Vt.,  1819,  and  was  married  to  Joel  Edward  Wright  in 
New  York  on  Aug.  31,  1848. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wright  resided  in  Charlestown  for  more 
than  forty  years  and  eight  years  in  Dorchester.  The  aged 
couple  entered  the  Home  December,  1901,  well  ad¬ 
vanced  in  years.  He  had  reached  the  age  of  eighty,  and 
she  was  eighty- two. 

Mr.  Wright  was  vigorous  for  a  man  of  his  years  until 
he  suffered  a  shock  of  paralysis,  from  the  effects  of  which 
he  died  March  4,  1903,  aged  eighty-two  years  and  seven 
days. 

Mrs.  Wright,  always  of  delicate  constitution,  failed 
perceptibly  after  the  death  of  Mr.  Wright.  She  did  not 
voice  her  sorrow  in  words,  but  her  gentle,  quiet  demeanor 
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and  increasing  weakness  told  the  story  of  loneliness  and 
loss. 

The  frequent  visits  of  her  son,  her  only  child,  to  whom 
she  was  tenderly  attached,  afforded  her  great  pleasure. 
For  more  than  a  year  previous  to  her  death  she  required 
special  attention,  for  which  she  was  grateful. 

On  the  morning  of  Friday,  October  6,  she  entered  into 
rest,  in  her  eighty-eighth  year. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  at  the  Home  by  Rev. 
Mr.  Weston  on  Monday,  October  8.  Interment  beside 
her  husband  in  the  family  lot  at  West  Acton,  Mass. 

MRS.  SARAH  JANE  STURGIS, 

widow  of  Benjamin  Rust  Sturgis,  was  born  at  Cedarville, 
N.Y.,  May  24,  1826. 

Mrs.  Sturgis  at  the  time  of  her  marriage  to  Mr.  Sturgis, 
Sept.  17,  1864,  was  a  widow  with  one  daughter.  Subse¬ 
quently  another  daughter  by  adoption  was  added  to  the 
family,  to  whom  both  were  tenderly  attached. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sturgis  had  resided  in  Boston  about 
twenty-five  years  when  they  applied  for  admission  to 
the  Home. 

In  his  early  years  Mr.  Sturgis  was  engaged  in  building 
operations,  but  subsequently  became  a  writer  on  the 
Watchman. 

They  were  both  members  of  the  Tremont  Temple 
Baptist  Church,  and  were  highly  esteemed  for  loyal  and 
efficient  service. 

The  health  of  Mr.  Sturgis  was  much  impaired  when  the 
couple  were  admitted  to  the  Home  in  December,  1895; 
but  relief  from  work  and  worry  enabled  Mr.  Sturgis  to 
enjoy  comfortable  invalidism  until  he  entered  into  rest, 
Oct.  11,  1898,  aged  eighty-one  years. 

Mrs.  Sturgis,  always  ^delicate  in  appearance,  seemed 
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at  that  time  to  have  little  hold  on  life ;  but  the  strong  will 
prevailed,  and  for  many  years  she  was  active  in  secular 
affairs.  For  the  last  year,  however,  the  weakness  of  in¬ 
creasing  years  was  apparent.  On  the  morning  of  Satur¬ 
day,  December  1,  she  became  partially  unconscious,  and 
so  continued  until  the  evening  of  Sunday,  December  2, 
when  she  passed  into  dreamless  sleep,  aged  eighty  years 
and  eleven  months.  Rev.  P.  S.  Henson,  D.D.,  conducted 
the  funeral  services,  which  were  held  at  the  Home  on 
Wednesday,  Dec.  5,  1906,  at  two  o’clock  p.m.  Inter¬ 
ment  beside  her  husband  in  the  Tremont  Temple  lot 
at  Forest  Hills. 

A  wind-swept  flower,  blown  to  earth, 

She  scattered  her  seed  in  rain, 

And  never  she  told  of  the  work  and  pain, 

And  never  she  gathered  the  golden  grain; 

But,  when  she  died,  men  hymned  her  worth 
And  dropped  a  tear  upon  her  bier 
In  silent  benediction. 


ANNIVERSARY  DAY,  JUNE  12,  1906. 

The  twenty-second  anniversary  of  the  opening  of  the 
Home  for  Aged  Couples  was  commemorated  in  the  usual 
pleasant  manner  on  the  afternoon  of  June  12. 

The  day  was  charming,  and  everything  about  the  Home 
betokened  cheerfulness  and  prosperity. 

The  anniversary  exercises  were  opened  at  three  o’clock 
by  the  President,  Dr.  Elizabeth  Abbott  Carleton,  who 
warmly  welcomed  the  guests. 

Rev.  A.  H.  Plumb,  D.D.,  offered  prayer.  Letters  of 
regret  were  then  read  from  Rev.  Dr.  George  L.  Perin, 
Rev.  William  Copley  Winslow,  D.D.,  Rev.  A.  Z.  Conrad, 
and  ex-Governor  Bates. 
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The  invited  speakers  who  were  unable  to  be  present 
sent  congratulations  and  good  wishes  for  the  President 
and  for  the  Home,  in  which  all  expressed  much  interest. 

Rev.  E.  A.  Blake,  D.D.,  was  then  introduced,  and 
made  a  spirited  and  eloquent  address,  in  which  he  paid 
tribute  to  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Carleton,  whose  perseverance 
had  made  the  Home  a  success. 

Dr.  Blake  referred  to  the  spiritual  meaning  of  the  word 
“home,”  claiming  love  and  harmony  as  the  foundation, 
adding,  The  characters  of  those  who  occupy  the  home 
make  it  happy  or  otherwise :  therefore,  home  is  made  by 
the  love  that  its  occupants  have  for  each  other. 

Rev.  Henry  T.  Secrist  considered  the  Home  an  ideal 
place;  and  Rev.  Herbert  A.  Barker,  also  familiar  with  the 
family  life  in  the  Home,  was  enthusiastic  in  his  words  of 
appreciation  and  praise. 

Rev.  Dr.  Henry  A.  Cooke  had  been  a  friend  to  the 
Home  from  its  beginning,  even  before  it  had  a  beginning, 
for  he  was  present  at  that  first  meeting  held  at  Horti¬ 
cultural  Hall,  May  31,  1883,  when  Dr.  Carleton  out¬ 
lined  her  plans.  At  that  meeting,  in  which  he  took  part, 
there  were  present  Rev.  Dr.  Anderson,  Rev.  Dr.  Ellis, 
Rev.  L.  B.  Baldwin,  and  Rev.  J.  W.  Hamilton.  Dr. 
Cooke  closed  his  remarks  with  the  recital  of  an  appro¬ 
priate  poem. 

The  last  speaker  was  Rev.  Dr.  Plumb,  who  added  his 
congratulations  to  those  of  the  other  speakers,  calling 
attention  to  the  splendid  work  accomplished  by  the  Cor¬ 
poration  which  has  a  woman  at  its  head, — a  woman  to 
whose  zeal  the  Home  will  stand  as  a  more  enduring  monu¬ 
ment  than  bronze  or  stone. 

At  the  close  of  the  formal  programme  the  visitors  were 
shown  through  the  two  roomy,  beautiful  buildings,  and 
afterwards  speakers  and  guests  enjoyed  the  plentiful  and 
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appetizing  spread  which  was  daintily  served  on  the  lawn. 

The  Anniversary  Day  garden  party  simply  commemo¬ 
rates  the  opening  of  the  first  Home  for  Aged  Couples 
in  Massachusetts. 

No  appeal  is  made  for  dimes  and  dollars,  and  no  plans 
for  betterment  or  enlargement  of  the  Home  interferes 
with  the  social  functions  of  the  occasion. 

It  is  a  day  of  pleasure,  and  the  Trustees  cordially 
invite  all  who  are  interested  to  visit  the  spacious  grounds 
and  buildings  facing  Franklin  Park,  and  to  enjoy  with 
them  a  breath  of  sweet  country  air  within  city  limits. 

The  public  exercises  are  always  of  a  high  character. 
Eloquent  speakers  are  invited,  and  excellent  music  en¬ 
livens  the  occasion.  Tables  and  chairs  dot  the  velvety 
lawn,  and  are  pleasantly  suggestive  of  the  good  things 
the  Home  will  provide. 

As  a  bit  of  color  on  the  landscape,  giving  a  glimpse 
of  the  rural  pleasant  life,  we  may  place  in  the  foreground 
the  noble  trees  with  the  singing  birds  and  the  red  and 
gray  squirrels  nimbly  leaping  among  the  branches,  and, 
at  a  little  distance  in  the  rear,  feeding  in  peace  together, 
pigeons,  crows,  sparrows,  blackbirds,  robins,  blue  jays, 
and  fowls  of  pure  breed  and  glossy  plumage,  while  near 
at  hand  the  knowing  house-dog,  like  a  sentinel  on  duty, 
prevents  the  sleek  and  handsome  felines  from  being  too 
intrusive.  A  simple  picture  of  home  life,  cared  for  and 
protected. 

THE  HOLIDAYS. 

As  usual,  the  holidays  were  properly  observed,  and  the 
family  appreciated  the  efforts  made  by  friends  for  their 
enjoyment. 

Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron,  as  in  years  past,  came  with  singers 
and  words  of  hope  and  good  cheer  on  Easter  morning, 
leaving  Easter  remembrances,  which  were  supplemented 
by  cards  of  pleasant  greeting  from  Mrs.  A.  H.  Rhodes. 
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THANKSGIVING  AND  CHRISTMAS. 

“It  is  a  comely  fashion  to  be  glad, 

Joy  is  the  grace  we  say  to  God.” 

The  Thanksgiving  dinner  was  typical  of  New  Eng¬ 
land  hospitality,  and  the  pleasant  stories  told  “when  I 
was  young”  added  zest  and  mirth  to  the  time-honored 
feast.  Many  were  invited  to  dine  with  friends,  and,  when 
possible,  invitations  were  accepted. 

Christmas  was  a  very  enjoyable  day,  and  nearly  all 
were  present  at  the  Christmas  dinner,  which  was  accorded 
much  praise.  It  is  pleasant  to  add  that  “Santa  Claus” 
was  generous  in  the  distribution  of  gifts  and  good  wishes. 

DONATION  WEEK. 

The  third  week  in  December,  the  annual  announce¬ 
ment  for  Donation  Week  was  sent  out  by  the  President 
and  Trustees  of  the  Home. 

On  Thursday,  December  20,  there  was  a  sale  of  home¬ 
made  articles  in  the  parlors  of  the  Mansion  House,  and 
at  six  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  a  reception  was  held  in 
the  parlors  of  the  “New  Building.  ”  During  the  day  the 
weather  had  been  depressing,  but  such  a  down-pour  of 
rain  at  six  o’clock  was  disheartening.  However,  at  half¬ 
past  six  supper  was  announced,  the  orchestra  played 
a  lively  march,  and  the  Pilgrim  Supper  was  honored  by 
a  full  quota  of  guests.  Rev.  W.  W.  Bustard  invoked 
the  divine  blessing.  After  the  compliment  paid  to  the 
feast,  which  was  no  doubt  an  improvement  on  the  Pil¬ 
grims’  Thanksgiving,  Dr.  Carleton,  who  presided,  wel¬ 
comed  the  guests  in  the  spirit  of  thanksgiving,  which 
inspired  feelings  of  gratitude  to  God  for  his  blessings 
to  the  Home.  She  also,  in  her  words  of  welcome,  gra¬ 
ciously  thanked  all  who  had  kindly  and  generously  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  Home  during  Donation  Week.  She 
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then  referred  to  the  Pilgrims,  in  memory  of  whom  the 
Pilgrim  Supper  was  given,  and  to  their  descendants,  one  of 
whom,  sitting  at  her  right  hand,  she  would  call  upon  to 
speak  the  first  word  in  memory  of  his  Pilgrim  forefathers. 
Rev.  William  Copley  Winslow,  D.D.,  was  then  introduced, 
and  in  his  eloquent,  convincing  way  spoke  of  the  Pilgrim 
character,  and  refuted  many  statements  which  had 
obtained  credence.  Dr.  Winslow,  after  referring  to  the 
noble  fortitude,  the  sublime  sacrifices,  and  the  glorious 
results  of  the  Pilgrim  colony,  told  many  pleasant  anec¬ 
dotes  suggestive  of  humor  and  cheerfulness  in  the  Pilgrim 
character.  Dr.  Winslow  thought  the  Pilgrims  were 
well  supplied  with  food,  for  the  waters  were  teeming  with 
fish  and  the  woods  with  game,  and  the  men  could  use  the 
rod  and  gun,  and  the  Pilgrim  women  were  excellent 
housekeepers,  and  knew  how  to  manage  household  affairs, 
as  well  as  to  speak  for  themselves. 

Rev.  Dr.  Bustard  was  then  introduced,  and  spoke 
warmly  in  favor  of  the  Pilgrims  and  their  liberality  to 
those  whose  views  were  different  from  their  own.  He 
referred  to  them  as  God-fearing  men,  brave  and  con¬ 
scientious,  determined  to  do  right,  and  to  make  sacrifices 
in  order  to  maintain  the  principles  of  Christianity. 

The  Pilgrims  brought  little  with  them  except  religion, 
and  they  implanted  that  in  the  soil,  and  to-day  Ply¬ 
mouth  colony  stands  monumental  in  the  history  of  the 
country.  Dr.  Bustard,  in  honoring  the  Pilgrims,  seasoned 
his  remarks  with  sallies  of  wit  and  humor  which  were 
pleasantly  appreciated. 

Rev.  Dr.  George  Alcott  Phinney  was  the  next  speaker. 
He,  too,  was  an  enthusiastic  admirer  of  the  Pilgrim 
character,  and  fully  appreciated  what  the  Pilgrims  had 
done  for  posterity.  His  ideas  were  clear,  and  in  vigorous, 
well-chosen  words  he  emphasized  the  loyalty,  patriot¬ 
ism,  spirit,  and  stern  piety  of  the  Pilgrims. 
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Dr.  Phinney,  in  congratulating  the  Home,  believed 
its  success  was  largely  due  to  the  same  spirit  which  en¬ 
abled  the  Pilgrims  to  conquer  difficulties. 

Rev.  J.  Harry  Holden,  who  was  among  the  list  of 
speakers,  was  present  in  the  early  part  of  the  evening, 
but  a  wedding  requiring  his  presence  compelled  the 
hostess  to  regretfully  “  speed  the  parting  guest.” 

Rev.  Dr.  A.  H.  Plumb,  who  expected  to  be  present, 
was  detained  by  illness,  which  prevented  him  from  preach¬ 
ing  two  Sabbaths.  The  failure  of  Dr.  Plumb  to  be  pres¬ 
ent  by  reason  of  illness  brought  forth  many  expressions 
of  sympathy  and  earnest  wishes  for  speedy  restoration  to 
health. 

Letters  were  received  from  Rev.  H.  T.  Secrist,  Rev. 
Clifton  P.  Pledger,  Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron,  and  Rev. 
Herbert  A.  Barker.  The  latter,  prevented  by  a  previous 
engagement  from  being  present,  thus  writes  to  the  Presi¬ 
dent:  “  Allow  me  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  another  successful  year  to  the  history  of  the  Home, 
and  permit  me  also  to  express  my  belief  in  the  Home 
and  the  work  it  is  doing  for  humanity.  May  its  years 
be  many,  and  may  you  be  spared  long  to  direct 
its  life!” 

Rev.  Andrew  J.  Abbott  made  a  few  pleasing  remarks 
in  regard  to  the  Home  and  its  good  work,  and  feelingly 
referred  to  the  non-sectarianism  of  its  charity,  which  he 
deemed  most  praiseworthy. 

The  President  then  announced  that  she  had  received 
upwards  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars  in  cash  donations. 
Subsequently  other  donations,  including  $85.82  from 
sales,  have  been  received,  making  the  sum  total  two  thou¬ 
sand  forty-five  dollars  and  eighty-two  cents  ($2,045.82). 
As  there  were  no  expenses  to  be  deducted,  the  President 
paid  the  sum  of  $2,045.82  to  the  Treasurer.  In  addi- 
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tion  to  the  cash  donations,  nearly  thirty  firms  and  in¬ 
dividuals  contributed  groceries  and  provisions  to  the 
Home.

added  to  the  pleasure  of  the  Aged  Couples  or  contributed 
to  their  material  welfare. 

Many  thanks  are  extended  to  all  donors, — to  the  press, 
noticeably  to  the  Transcript ,  to  clergymen,  to  physicians, 
and  to  counsel,  for  courtesies  and  kindness.  Especially 
should  we  emphasize  the  professional  skill  of  Dr.  Edward 
N.  Libby,  and  recognize  the  valuable  services  of  Hon. 
B.  Marvin  Fernald. 

In  conclusion,  we  earnestly  call  attention  to  the  work 
which  has  been  done  by  the  Home  since  its  opening, — to 
the  many  couples  who  have  been  maintained  and  made 
comfortable  in  their  declining  years,  and  to  the  care  and 
nursing  given  to  the  sick,  helpless,  and  paralyzed,  many 
of  whom  require  from  months  to  years  the  services  of  a 
special  nurse. 

We  do  not  need  to  emphasize  the  needs  or  the  benefits 
of  the  Home,  which  is  doing  daily  its  work  of  benevo¬ 
lence.  But,  to  do  this  work,  a  large  income  is  required, 
and,  as  the  income  from  the  permanent  funds  of  the 
Home  is  not  sufficient  for  its  maintenance,  we  must  ask 
once  a  year  for  a  liberal  donation  to  the  Home  for  Aged 
Couples.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

CORPORATE  NAME. 

This  Corporation  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  Home  fot 
Aged  Couples. 


ARTICLE  II. 

PURPOSES  OF  INCORPORATION. 

The  object  and  purpose  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  the  estab¬ 
lishment  and  support  of  non-sectarian  Christian  homes  for  the 
aged  and  needy. 

ARTICLE  III. 

MEMBERS. 

Every  person  subscribing  annually  one  dollar  and  upwards  shall, 
when  elected  by  the  Corporation,  be  deemed  a  member  of  the 
association  during  the  continuance  of  such  subscription. 

Every  person  subscribing  twenty-five  dollars  and  upwards  shall 
be,  when  legally  elected,  a  life  member ;  and,  upon  any  legacy  of 
five  hundred  dollars  and  upwards  being  paid  to  the  Treasurer, 
the  executors,  who  have  administered,  may  be  elected  life  mem¬ 
bers. 

Every  member  subscribing  one  hundred  dollars  and  upwards 
shall  be  deemed  an  honorary  member. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OFFICERS. 

The  business  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Board 
of  not  less  than  twenty  Trustees,  members  of  the  Corporation  and 
a  Board  of  Council  consisting  of  twelve  gentlemen  appointed  by 
the  Trustees,  representing  the  different  religious  denominations  of 
the  Trustees.  The  officers  of  the  Corporation,  under  the  name 
of  Trustees,  shall  consist  of  a  President,  six  Vice-Presidents,  a 
Treasurer,  a  Clerk,  and  eleven  other  persons,  all  of  whom  shall 


be  chosen  by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting,  and  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  and  until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in 
their  stead.  All  other  officers  may  be  appointed  and  removed, 
and  their  duties  defined  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Any  vacancy 
in  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members 
of  the  Board  until  the  next  annual  election.  Seven  Trustees  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  V. 

ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  held  in  the  city 
of  Boston  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  January  of  each  year  for  the 
election  of  officers,  and  for  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
come  before  the  meeting.  Notice  of  said  meeting  shall  be  given 
in  one  or  more  daily  papers  published  in  Boston,  for  five  days,  at 
least,  before  said  meeting. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Corporation  may  be  called  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  and  shall  be  so  called,  upon  the  written  request  of  twenty 
members  of  the  Corporation,  stating  the  business  to  be  transacted 
at  said  meeting. 

Notices  of  all  special  meetings  shall  be  mailed  to  each  member 
of  the  Corporation  by  the  Clerk,  at  least  five  days  before  said 
meeting,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  said  meeting  and  the  busi¬ 
ness  to  be  transacted  thereat. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

TRUSTEES. 

The  Trustees  shall  have  control  and  management  of  the  affairs 
and  property  of  the  Corporation,  and  shall  cause  a  complete 
record  of  all  their  doings  to  be  kept,  which  shall  be  laid  before 
the  Corporation  whenever  required ;  and,  at  every  annual  meeting 
of  the  Corporation,  they  shall  render  a  full  account,  showing  in 
detail  the  situation  of  the  property  and  the  financial  affairs  of  the 
Corporation. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

BOARD  OF  COUNCIL. 

The  Board  of  Council  may  organize  with  a  chairman  and 
Secretary,  and  choose  from  their  number  a  committee,  who  shall 
visit  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples  as  often  as  they  shall  direct, 
and  report  to  the  Trustees  upon  its  condition  as  often  as  they 
shall  deem  it  expedient.  They  shall  advise  in  reference  to  appli¬ 
cants  to  the  Home,  and  report  to  the  Trustees  names  of  those 
deemed  worthy  to  become  inmates.  It  is  also  the  duty  of  this 
Board  to  render  especial  assistance  in  raising  funds,  and  in  every 
way  to  aid  in  promoting  the  success  and  usefulness  of  the  Home. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

PRESIDENT. 


The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  and  of  the  Trustees,  appoint  committees,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  are  incidental  to  the  office  and  required  by  law. 
In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  senior  Vice-President  shall 
preside. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

SECRETARY  AND  CLERK. 

f' 

The  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation, 
shall  record  all  the  votes  of  the  Corporation  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose,  shall  notify  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation  and 
Board  of  Trustees,  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  the  same,  and 
shall  perform  all  other  duties  and  services  usually  required  of  a 
clerk  of  the  Corporation. 


ARTICLE  X. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  furnish  bonds  satisfactory  to  the  Trustees, 
and  shall  then  have  the  custody  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  ;  shall  sign  receipts  and  acknowledgments  for  all  money  or 
other  property  received ;  keep  a  full  and  correct  account  of  the 
financial  transactions ;  and  disburse  no  money  or  property  except 
by  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  their  committee  duly  au¬ 
thorized.  At  the  annual  meeting,  the  Treasurer  shall  render  a  full 
and  detailed  account  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  with  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  property  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  and  shall  at 
any  time  give  such  information  in  regard  to  the  property  of  the 
Corporation  as  may  be  requested  by  the  Trustees ;  also,  perform 
all  other  duties  and  services  appertaining  to  tne  office  of  treas¬ 
urer  of  a  corporation  and  required  by  the  statutes  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth. 


ARTICLE  XI. 

AUDITOR. 

The  Auditor  shall  examine  the  accounts  annually,  and  oftener,  if 
necessary,  and  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

QUORUM  FOR  BUSINESS. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Corporation. 


ARTICLE  XIII. 


TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS  OF  ADMISSION  TO  THE  HOME  FOR  AGED 

COUPLES. 

Any  aged  couple  (man  and  wife)  of  not  less  than  sixty  years  of 
age,  and  of  good  moral  character,  may  be  admitted  into  the  Home 
on  the  payment  of  such  sum  as  the  Trustees  may  determine,  and 
by  signing  an  agreement  to  abide  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Home. 

Those  holding  property  are  required  to  secure  the  same  to  the 
Home  before  they  are  admitted;  and,  should  they  obtain  any 
property  after  admission,  it  will  also  be  necessary  to  convey  it  to 
the  Corporation,  if  they  remain  in  the  Home. 

The  entrance  fee  paid  by  or  for  inmates  may  form  a  permanent 
fund,  or  be  otherwise  used  as  the  Trustees  may  direct. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

These  By-laws,  or  any  part  of  them,  may  be  altered,  amended, 
or  repealed  at  any  annual  or  special  meeting  of  the  Corporation, 
legally  called  for  that  purpose,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  pres« 
ent  and  voting  at  said  meeting. 


TRUSTEES'  BY-LAWS, 


ARTICLE  L 

MEETINGS. 

Meetings  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
each  month,  at  such  hour  as  they  may  determine.  Seven  mem¬ 
bers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  business. 

ARTICLE  II. 

ORDER  FOR  BUSINESS. 

The  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  to  order  within  ten 
minutes  of  the  hour  named,  and  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as 
follows:  i.  Prayer;  2.  Calling  of  the  Roll;  3.  Reading  the  Min¬ 
utes;  4.  Report  of  Treasurer ;  5.  Report  of  each  Committee  shall 
then  be  presented,  and  thereafter  any  other  business  mav  come 
before  the  Board. 


ARTICLE  III. 

COUNCIL,  PHYSICIANS,  AND  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

At  the  first  meeting  after  the  annual  meeting  a  Board  of 
Council,  one  or  more  Physicians,  and  the  following  named  Stand¬ 
ing  Committees  shall  be  appointed ;  namely,  an  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  a  Committee  on  Admission,  on  Finance,  on  Religious 
Services,  a  Visiting  Committee,  and  such  other  committees  as  the 
Board  may  deem  expedient. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

CHAIRMAN  AND  REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

The  first-named  member  on  a  Committee  shall  be  chairman, 
and  reports  of  Committees  shall  be  submitted  in  writing,  and  be 
placed  among  the  documents  of  the  Corporation. 

ARTICLE  V. 

ON  MOTIONS. 

Every  motion,  when  made,  shall  be  stated  from  the  Chair :  and, 
upon  being  seconded,  the  presiding  officer  shall  ask  if  the  mem- 


bers  are  ready  tor  the  question,  which  being  assented  to,  the  vote 
shah  be  taken.  No  other  business  shall  be  taken  up  by  the 
Board,  or  discussed  by  any  of  the  members,  until  that  which  has 
been  laid  before  them  be  decided  or  postponed.  Any  member 
making  a  motion  shall,  at  the  request  of  any  other  member,  pre¬ 
sent  the  same  in  writing. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

An  amendment  may  be  made  to  any  motion,  and  shall  be  de¬ 
cided  before  the  original  motion.  But,  during  the  debate,  no 
motion  shall  be  received,  unless  it  be  to  adjourn ;  to  lay  on  the 
table;  the  previous  question;  to  postpone  either  indefinitely  or  to 
a  certain  day ;  or  to  commit, —  which  motions  shall  take  prece¬ 
dence  in  the  order  here  named,  except  that  a  motion  to  adjourn 
shall  always  be  in  order. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

ON  RECONSIDERATION. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  must  be  made  by  a  member  who  voted 
with  the  majority ;  and,  if  the  motion  prevail,  the  subject  is  again 
open  for  debate  on  the  original  motion,  the  same  as  any  other 
motion,  and  subject  to  the  same  rules. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

POSTPONEMENT. 

At  the  desire  of  any  member  of  the  Board,  who  desires  further 
time  for  reflection  and  examination,  the  decision  of  a  new  question 
shall  be  postponed  to  the  meeting  succeeding  that  at  which  it  was 
proposed. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Home  during  the  interval  between  the  regular 
monthly  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  act  in  their  behalf.  Some  one 
of  them  shall  visit  the  Home  at  least  once  a  week ;  shall  make  or 
authorize  all  purchases  necessary  for  the  Home;  shall  carefully 
examine  and  approve  all  bills  for  supplies  and  repairs  before  pay¬ 
ment  by  the  Treasurer ;  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceed¬ 
ings,  which  shall  be  laid  before  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  their 
monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  X. 

COMMITTEE  ON  ADMISSION. 

The  Committee  on  Admission  shall  visit  or  confer  with  appli¬ 
cants  for  admission,  and  inquire  into  their  circumstances  and  char*- 


acter,  and  make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  of  all  the  material  facts 
relating  to  each  case.  The  Trustees  shall  then  decide  upon  the 
admission  of  the  applicants.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  this 
Committee  to  keep  a  register,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  names 
of  all  applicants,  their  respective  ages,  place  of  birth  and  resi¬ 
dence,  persons  by  whom  they  are  recommended,  date  of  their 
application,  the  decision  of  the  Trustees  thereon,  the  time  and 
terms  of  their  admission,  and  such  other  facts  as  they  may  deem 
important ;  and  they  shall  assign  to  inmates  their  rooms. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  the  general  charge  and  di¬ 
rection  of  all  matters  connected  with  the  money,  mortgages,  and 
other  securities  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  and  shall  direct  the 
Treasurer  in  the  disposition  of  the  same.  They  shall  use  all  legiti¬ 
mate  means  to  obtain  the  necessary  funds  to  carry  forward  the 
work  of  the  society,  and  shall  make  a  full  report  to  be  read  at 
the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

COMMITTEE  ON  RELIGIOUS  SERVICES. 

The  Committee  on  Religious  Services  shall,  as  far  as  practica¬ 
ble,  supply  the  Home  with  preaching  on  Sundays.  They  shall 
make  such  regulations  in  regard  to  the  same  and  to  other  religious 
services  as  they  may  deem  proper  and  expedient.  The  duty  of 
supplying  the  Home  with  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  shall  de¬ 
volve  upon  this  Committee.  Ordained  clergymen  of  all  denomina¬ 
tions  will  be  cordially  received.  The  other  members  of  the  Board 
will  be  required  to  communicate  with  this  Committee  and  obtain 
their  consent  before  introducing  any  one  into  the  Home  as  a 
religious  instructor. 


ARTICLE  XIII. 

VISITING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Visiting  Committee  shall  represent  the  different  denomina¬ 
tions  on  the  Board.  They  shall  visit  the  Home  not  less  than  once 
a  week ;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  see  all  the  inmates  in  their 
several  rooms,  inquire  into  their  spiritual  and  temporal  welfare, 
giving  such  encouragement  and  advice  as  may  be  in  their  power 
and  as  the  circumstances  of  each  case  may  seem  to  require. 
This  Committee  shall  enter  the  day  and  time  of  their  visits,  with 
such  observations  as  they  may  deem  useful,  in  a  minute-book, 
which  shall  be  kept  at  the  Home ;  and,  on  the  last  day  of  their 
term  of  service,  they  shall  notify  the  members  who  are  to  succeed 
them  in  visiting. 


ARTICLE  XIV. 


SUPERINTENDENT. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Home,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  shall  have  charge  of  the  House,  and  shall 
strictly  enforce  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Trustees.  Order, 
neatness,  and  good  conduct  must  prevail  in  every  part  of  the 
establishment.  She  shall  be  present  at  meals,  see  that  they  are 
properly  served,  that  suitable  food  is  carefully  prepared  for  the 
sick,  that  proper  order  is  observed  at  table,  and  a  blessing  asked 
before  each  meal. 

She  shall  at  all  times  maintain  the  respect  due  her  station,  and, 
by  firm,  kind,  and  judicious  methods,  endeavor  to  secure  the 
comfort  of  each  aged  couple  admitted  to  the  Home  established 
for  their  support  and  happiness.  At  each  weekly  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  the  Superintendent  shall  present  in  writing 
a  statement  of  the  supplies  required,  with  a  report  of  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Home  and  the  family,  and  such  other  matters  as 
may  be  important. 

The  Superintendent  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  re¬ 
corded  a  list  of  the  furniture,  linen,  and  other  articles  belonging 
to  the  Home,  which  shall  be  corrected  and  laid  before  the  Cor¬ 
poration  at  its  annual  meeting. 

All  presents  made  to  the  Home  shall  be  entered  with  the  name 
of  the  donor  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose  by  the  Superintendent. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Section  i.  Applicants  must  furnish  satisfactory  testimonials 
of  character,  and  freely  communicate  all  facts  necessary  to  a 
proper  understanding  of  their  case. 

Sec.  2.  Applicants  under  sixty-five  years  of  age  shall  not  be 
admitted  as  inmates  of  the  Home,  unless  by  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Trustees. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Trustees  may,  by  vote,  admit  applicants 
on  such  terms  as  the  circumstances  of  any  particular  case  may 
seem  to  demand,  provided  that  an  entrance  fee  of  not  less  than 
four  hundred  dollars  be  paid  to  the  Corporation  before  a  Certifi¬ 
cate  of  Admission  be  granted  the  applicants  to  enter  the  Home. 

Sec.  4.  The  Trustees,  in  all  cases,  reserve  to  themselves  the 
right  to  admit  or  reject  applicants  who  desire  to  become  inmates, 
and  to  dismiss  and  expel  from  the  Home  inmates  who  wilfully 
violate  the  rules,  or  whom,  from  any  other  cause,  they  may  deem 
undeserving  of  the  benefits  of  the  Home. 

Sec.  5.  Applicants  having  property  must  secure  the  same  to 
the  Corporation  before  admission ;  and  in  case  of  money  or  other 


property  coming  into  their  possession  after  their  admission  by 
inheritance,  bequest,  or  otherwise,  it  will  be  necessary,  upon 
demand  of  the  Trustees,  to  convey  it  to  the  Corporation  if  they 
remain  in  the  Home.  But,  if  they  thus  acquire  property  and 
desire  to  leave  the  Home,  there  shall  be  deducted  from  the  funds 
thus  acquired  a  reasonable  sum  for  past  support  and  expenses, 
and  the  balance  shall  be  paid  to  the  retiring  inmates;  but  no 
money  paid  to  the  Corporation  at  the  time  of  their  admission  will 
be  returned  to  them. 

Sec.  6.  If  couples  are  dismissed  from  the  Home  within  three 
months  after  admission,  whatever  they  have  paid  to  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  will  be  returned  to  them,  after  deducting  a  reasonable 
amount  for  their  support  and  expenses  while  in  the  Home.  But 
in  no  case  shall  money  or  property  paid  or  conveyed  by  inmates 
to  the  Corporation  be  paid  or  returned  to  friends  upon  the  death 
of  inmates. 

Furniture  and  all  other  articles  brought  by  inmates  must  remain 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Home. 

Sec.  7.  Inmates  dissatisfied  or  desiring  to  leave  the  Home 
from  any  cause  are  at  liberty  to  depart ;  but,  after  once  leaving, 
they  cannot  return  as  inmates,  unless  by  vote  of  the  Trustees. 

Sec.  8.  No  insane  or  idiotic  person  shall  be  admitted  into  the 
Home.  Any  inmate  after  admission  who  shall  become  so  dis¬ 
eased  in  mind  as  to  seriously  interfere  with  the  comfort  and  health 
of  other  inmates,  upon  the  advice  of  the  physicians  of  the  Home, 
shall  be  returned  to  friends  or  removed  to  some  suitable  institu¬ 
tion.  The  Corporation  shall  not  be  held  liable  for  the  support  of 
such  person  or  persons  after  their  removal  from  the  Home. 

Sec.  9.  All  cases  of  illness  in  the  Home  shall  be  attended  by 
the  Physicians  of  the  institution,  unless  the  Trustees  see  fit  to  call 
in  other  or  additional  advice. 

In  case  of  death,  the  funeral  arrangements  will  be  under  the 
direction  of  the  Trustees,  unless  friends  of  the  deceased  wish  to 
remove  the  remains  and  assume  the  payment  of  funeral  expenses. 

Sec.  10.  Inmates  receiving  the  benefits  of  the  Home  will  be 
required  to  comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  which  are  now 
in  force,  and  which  may  hereafter  be  adopted  by  the  Trustees  for 
the  health,  comfort,  and  safety  of  the  family  and  the  permanent 
interest  of  the  Home. 


ARTICLE  XVI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These  By-laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  legal  meeting 
of  the  Trustees,  provided  that  in  the  notices  calling  said  meeting 
it  shall  have  been  stated  that  an  alteration  or  amendment  is  to  be 
made. 


HOUSE  RULES. 


1.  The  entire  care  of  the  house  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent,  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

2.  The  Superintendent  shall  strictly  enforce  the  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  for  the  Home,  thereby  securing  the  comfort  and  happiness 
of  the  residents  or  inmates. 

3.  Residents  will  be  required  to  conform  to  the  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations,  and  to  treat  each  other  with  becoming  respect,  and  by  acts 
of  kindness  and  forbearance  make  a  cheerful  home. 

4.  Every  inmate,  except  in  case  of  illness,  is  expected  to  attend 
all  religious  services. 

5.  A  general  table  will  be  provided,  at  which  all  who  are  able 
will  be  expected  to  attend  punctually.  ([^"Breakfast  at  eight 
o’clock;  Dinner  at  one  o’clock;  Supper  at  six  o’clock.^^fl 

6.  The  Superintendent  will  preside  at  the  table,  and  ask  a  bless¬ 
ing  before  each  meal. 

7.  Those  confined  to  their  rooms  will  be  furnished  with  diet 
under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent. 

8.  All  that  is  necessary  for  the  comfortable  support  of  the  in¬ 
mates  of  the  Home  will  be  provided  by  the  Corporation.  No  in¬ 
mate,  therefore,  will  be  permitted  to  solicit  assistance  for  any 
purpose,  unless  duly  authorized  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

9.  Inmates  who  are  able  will  be  expected  to  render  services  for 
the  Home,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Superintendent. 

10.  No  intoxicating  drinks  or  strong  stimulants  shall  be  used  in 
the  house,  except  by  order  of  the  physician  in  charge. 

11.  No  tobacco  smoking  will  be  allowed  in  any  part  of  the  house 
above  the  basement. 

12.  Inmates  will  not  be  permitted  to  enter  the  kitchen,  store¬ 
rooms,  or  other  offices  of  the  house,  unless  by  consent  of  the  Su¬ 
perintendent. 

13.  The  assistants  and  servants  will  be  required  to  treat  all  resi¬ 
dents  of  the  house  with  kindness  and  respect,  to  be  courteous  to 
all  visitors,  and  strictly  to  comply  with  the  rules  of  the  house. 

14.  No  inmate  or  person  employed  in  the  house  will  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  be  out  after  ten  o’clock  p.m.,  unless  by  permit  or  order 
of  the  Superintendent. 


15.  Inmates  will  be  expected  to  retire  to  their  rooms  at  nine 
o’clock  p.m.j  and  to  extinguish  their  lights  by  ten  o’clock. 

16.  When  inmates  desire  to  visit  their  friends,  they  shall  inform 
the  Superintendent  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  intended  visit, 
and  the  probable  length  of  time  they  will  be  absent,  in  order  that 
no  uneasiness  may  be  felt  on  their  account,  and  that,  in  case  of  ill¬ 
ness  or  accident,  the  Superintendent  may  know  where  they  are  to 
be  found. 

17.  The  friends  of  inmates  and  the  public  generally  may  visit 
the  house  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays  of  each  week,  between 
the  hours  of  two  and  five  o’clock  p.m. 

Friends  and  relatives  are  permitted  to  call  on  business  on  any 
day  of  the  week  except  Sundays;  but  inmates  cannot  receive  callers 
in  their  own  rooms  except  on  the  visiting  days  named,  unless  by 
special  permit  from  the  Superintendent. 

18.  A  certificate,  certifying  that  the  mental  and  physical  condi¬ 
tion  of  applicants  is  such  as  to  entitle  him  or  her  to  the  benefit  of 
the  Home,  will  be  required  from  one  of  the  attending  physicians 
before  the  couple  will  be  admitted.  All  cases  of  illness  will  be 
treated  by  the  physicians  of  the  Home. 

19.  These  rules  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Trustees.

FORM  OF  BOND. 

We,  the  undersigned,  having  been  received  as  beneficiaries  and 
inmates  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples,  a  corporation  established 
by  law,  do  hereby  agree  to  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees ;  and,  in  consideration  of  the  care  and 
attention  of  the  Trustees  and  of  said  Corporation,  we  do  hereby 
each  and  jointly  make  over  to  the  Corporation  all  such  personal 
property  as  we  have  brought  or  shall  bring  to  the  Home  for  our 
use,  to  the  end  that  the  quiet  and  comfort  of  the  house  may  not 
be  disturbed  in  the  event  of  our  removal  or  death,  but  that  all  our 
effects  may  remain  for  the  use  of  our  successors.  And  whereas  we 
have  been  reduced,  in  the  course  of  Divine  Providence,  to  a  state 
of  dependence,  but  may  hereafter  be  the  possessors  of  property, 
so  as  to  be  able  to  retire  from  this  Home,  and  possibly  to  become 
contributors  to  it,  we  and  each  of  us  do  further  hereby  appoint 
the  President  of  the  said  Corporation,  for  the  time  being,  our 
Attorney  and  Trustee,  to  receive  for  us  respectively,  and  to  sell 
and  dispose  of  all  estates,  real  or  personal,  of  every  description, 
to  which  we  shall  hereafter  or  may  be  now  entitled ;  and  we  do 
hereby  assign  the  said  estates  and  empower  the  said  President 
and  her  successors  in  office  accordingly,  to  the  end  that  the  Cor¬ 
poration  may  be  reimbursed  for  the  support  and  supplies  that 
shall  have  been  furnished  to  us  respectively,  as  far  as  such  estates 
may  extend,  and  the  balance  to  be  accounted  for  by  said  Presi¬ 
dent  to  us  or  our  legal  representatives.  In  case  we  do  not  remove 
from  the  Home,  then  any  property,  real  or  personal,  which  we 
may  in  any  way  become  the  possessors  of,  we  hereby  convey  to 
the  Corporation  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples,  for  its  sole  use 
and  behoof  forever.

ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 


COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 

IN  THE  YEAR  ONE  THOUSAND  EIGHT  HUNDRED  AND  EIGHTY-SIX,. 

AN  ACT 

TO  CHANGE  THE  NAME  OF  THE  NEW  ENGLAND  AID  SOCIETY  FOR 

THE  AGED  AND  FRIENDLESS. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General 
Court  assembled,  and  by  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : — 

Section  i.  The  New  England  Aid  Society  for  the  Aged 
and  Friendless,  a  Corporation  established  under  the  general  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth,  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Home  for 
Aged  Couples.
